MONTREAL, May 8.—The steamer Titadia ar- 


rived at 5 o'clock this evening. A large npmber 
of persons gathered at the wharf to witness the 
landing of the shipwrecked crew and passengers 
of the State of Florida. As soon as the Titania 
was moored to the wharf she was boarded by the 
custom honse officers, the American consul and 
representatives of the press. Shortly afterwards 
the crew and passengers of the wrecked sieamrr 
came ashore in charge of the agent of tha State 
line, who had secured accommodations fu£J them 
at the Albion hotel. The first person seen was 
Jas. T. Bennett, of London, Ontario. Ha said 
he was in the surgeon's cabin, and had a very 
narrow escape from being crushed to deatbj when 
the Panama came crashing into the State of 
Florida amidships with an awful crash. One of 
the crew of the Panama went mad from ex- 
posure and want of water, and died in the boat 
before the captain and two others were picked 
up. The captain awakened the passeogeis and 
told them to take to the boats instantly, but 
it appears there was no effort to devise a plan by 
which the passengers could get into the )oats. 
At the time of the collision the captain v as in 
his cabin.

Port Lincoln. 


While no suggestion of a civilian is likely to 


influence the action of the military authorities 
the TRIBUNE cannot refrain from speaking a 
word in favor of the maintenance of Fort Lin 
coin, concerning the abandonment of which 
much is now being said. In the first place, this 
is the only fort which bears the name of thi 
immortal Abraham Linco'n, whose name shonlc 
and does command the respect and reverence o: 
every true American. But as a mere matter o: 
expediency it would seem that Fort Xiincoln 
above all others in the northwest, should be 
preserved. Its location on the Missouri river 
and near the Northern Pacific road, makes i1 
one of the very beat supplying posts in the army 
while it is ia a position to aid in the quelling oJ 
an Indian outbreak which no other post save 
Yates commands. True, soldiers can be brought 
from Fort Keogh to points on the Northern 
Pacific in nearly as short a time as from Lin- 
coln, but in case of trouble along the Missouri 
river, the latter fort is almost indispensable. It 
is earnestly desired by the people of the Mis- 
souri slope that the beautiful post will not be 
abandoned, and that the army will in the fdtnre 
as in the past have a substantial reminder, in 
one of its neatly preserved fcrts, of the grand 
and noble martyred president who guided the 
ship of state safely through its bloodiest and 
moBt terrible conflict, and guarded with un- 
swerving patriotism the honor and purity of the 
stars and stripes.

A private letter from one high in millitary 


circles 
sets 
aside 
all 
doubts 
as 
to 


the unreliability of the report that an order 
for the abandonment of Ft. Lincoln has been 
issued. In the first place there has been no ap- 
propriation made for the improvement of the 
pests to be enlarged, and if the order had been 
issued it would not be first known by an ex- 
private soldier. There is little doubt of the 
ultimate concentration of forces, at accessible 
and conveniently located posts in the northwest, 
and as the question is being agitated, it be- 
hooves the friends of Ft. Lincoln and all in- 
terested in its maintainance to take some action 
which may tend to guard it agaUst tLe hand of 
abandonment and destruction. As the object 
of concentration is to curtail the expenses 
of the army and place the troupes where they 
can be cheaply and readily supported or trans- 
ported, why not take them from remote posts 
which have no railroad communication and 
locate them at Lincoln, which can be reached 
either by the Missouri river or the Northern Pa- 
cific load? Where is there a post which Offers 
better inducements for the accommodation of 
a large number of troops where they can be 
supplied by both tail and water? 
Agitation 


is now progressing i a this section for the circu- 
lation of a petition, praying that Fort Abraham 
Lincoln be made a permanent poat and that 
when consolidation is .effected, the post wbi h 
bears the name of the martyred champion of 
human freedom be enlarged and adorned as its 
location and advantages iu»st certainly war- 
rant.

WASHINGTON, May 6.—Jas. A. Connelly, -whose 


nomination as secretary of the treasury was 
yesterday confirmed by the senate, has formally 
declimd to accept the place. The reason as- 
signed for the refusal is that Connelly could 
not accept the appointment without making 
very considerable pecuniary sacrifices, in as 
much, as his law practice in II inois affords him 
an income larger than the salary of secretary of 
the treasury. It is expected that the president 
will make another appointment in a few days.

The man 
whom Captain Kensom had recognized 
was Mr. W. K. Sage, of St. Johns, Mich., 
a veteran of the 23d N. Y. Light Artillery 
and both members of Burnside's famous 
expedition to North Carolina.

"It hardly seems possible, Sage, to see 


you in this condition, for I thought you 
must be dead long ago."

A Road to the Hills. 


F. B. Allen, who recently returned from tbe 


Black Hills, where he went overland from Me- 
dora, baa submitted an abla report to New 
York parties, in the interest of a railroad to be 
bnilt from Medora to the Hills. The report is 
an interesting document, giving the status of 
the caantry which the projected line will 
traverse, describing the vast mineral wealth of 
the Hills and the agricultural advantages of 
the intervening land. The distance from Me- 
dora to the Black Hills is approximately 170 
miles, and the population of the tract to be 
opened, about 15,000. Accompanying the re- 
port are specimens of the minerals which abound 
in the Hills, such as gold, sliver, tin, mica, coali 
gypsum and carbonates. A bottle of petroleum 
of very rich quality is also sent, and in a fair 
unbiased, bnt forcible manner, Mr. Allen s.'ates 
the inducements and necessity of a railroad 
through the country mentioned. One of the 
most valuable features of the wealth of tbe 
Black Hills country, not excepting the great 
Homestake mines, is its petroleum. The oil, 


springs' are near the headwaters of the Belle- 
fon1 che and Little Missouri river, and the only 
use mafle of it at present is for lubricating pur- 
poses, the Homestake company using it exclu- 
sively. "With 35,000 people isolated from tire 
business' world, living 170 miles from tbe 
nearest railroad." it is indeed expedient and 
necessary for the proper development of the 
country and advancement of all concerned, that 
railroad communication with this magnificet t 
mineral' and agricultural country be estab 
liahed. 


A. Day With the School Sla'ama. 
In company with Geo. P Flannery, president 


of tbe school board, a representative of the 
TBTBUNE visited the various departments of the 
Bismarck schools Tuesday afternoon,} for the 
purpose of giving the public an idea of the true 
condition of the city's educational .institutions, 
in which all are BO deeply interested. The new 
high school building was first visited and a 
thorough inspection of the building indulged 
in. To say that Bismarck has-one of the finest 
school buildings in the northwest, would be to 
state that the earth is large or the sun effulgent; 
that there is some water in the ocean and a fair 
amount of land in Dakota. It would ba a mild 
and meagre inadequacy. No finer or more 
complete structure for educational purposes can 
be fonnd anywhere west Of the hill-bordered 
sheen of the Father of Waters, while tbe teachers 
are competent and blessed with those very e-- 
sential qualifications—superior judgment and 
well directed discipline. Tbe building, which 
cost bnt $27,500, furnished and ready for occu- 
pancy, will compare very favorably with the 
edifices of eastern towns and cities which con- 
sumed in their construction as high an $50,1)00 
and $60,000. Tbe plan of the building is as 
near per'eotion as possible to secure, having 
been selected after an extended and thorough 
investigation into tbe systems of schools in 
Cleve'and, Ohio, and various other cities by Ex- 
Mayor Raymond. It borders on the Queen 
Anne style of architecture, is two stories in 
height, with elevated mansard roof and a band- 
some tower on the tenth side. The interior is a 
model of convenience, comfort arid safety. 
Entrances at either end of the brilding lead to 
a central octagonal opening which extends to 
the roof, giving abundance of light and venti- 
lation and providing ingress and egress to every 
room. There are eight rooms, four of which 
are now occupied, the remaining four being in 
readiness to receive the rapidly increasing num- 
ber of scholars. A splendid system of heating 
and ventilation is provided. The heating is 
through direct radiation and hot air flames, the 
latter forming -a ramification of the floors, and 
not only furnish heat in the winter, but dis- 
tribute a wholesome, cool atmosphere in the 
warm weather of the summer term. The venti- 
lation is regulated so that the atmosphere of tbe 
numerous rooms undergoes a complete change 
each hour, an'd every safeguard for the preserva- 
tion of the health of tbe pupils is in force. 


THE DEPARTMENTS. 


The first department visited was Grammar A, 


where Miss Bessie McNeal, tbe acting principal, 
was found presiding over tbe destinies of 
thirty-two bright eyed pupils who appeared to 
appreciate the great advantages which they en- 
joy, and all of whom entered into their work 
with an interest and apparent enthusiasm. 
Next in order L» Grammar B, with Miss Kate 
Lambert at the helm, steering tbe ideas of 
forty one youths and fair young misses. The 
First Primary, under the instruction of Mies 
Thornton, has an attendance of sixty-two, 
while there are seats for bnt forty-two, and the 
energetic lady baa "doubled them up,'' placing 
two in a seat, and, under this formidable disad- 
vantage, preserves the best of order and con- 
ducts the exercises of her very impoitint depart- 
ment with expedition. It is the intention of 
the board to engage another teaccer soon, and 
occupy one of the rooms now v scant, thhs re- 
lieving the teachers of the present burden- 
some inconvenience of overcrowded depart- 
ments. 
Miss Masgie Trnmbnll is teacher of 


the Second Primary, which is also somewhat 
crowded, there being an enrollment of forty- 
eight, 
ft. 


The ward school south of the track, which 


was provided 1'ist fall, is under the efficient 
tutorship of Miss Cora Mushier, and has an en- 
rollment of thirty-four scholars. This school 
is attended by the scholars of the southeastern 
portion of tha city, who reside a long distan 'e 
from the high school building, and Miss Moahier 
has one of the most important trusts in the en- 
tire system. 


A GRATIFYING FEATURE 


to the visitor and one dt serving of special men- 
tion, is the markei degree of cleanliness and 
good behavior which exists; Every pupil 11 a 
picture of health and intelligence, and the par- 
ents have reason to be proud, not only of their 
little ones, but of the competent and faithful 
ladies who are bringing them np in the way 
they should go. 


The basement of the new building is large, 


airy and well lighted, and will ba converted into 
a play bouse or gymnasium fir the scholars. 


The yard sur onnding tbe school is now en- 


closed by a wide plank sidewalk, and broad 
walks are being laid from the entrances of the 
streets. Men and teams are now engaged in 
the work of leveling the ground and removing 
the fragments of brick and stoii", while the 
planting of shade trees is being^dhcussed, al- 
though, owing to the lateness of tbe season, 
this desirable improvement will be postponed 
until another year. Taking into consideration 
ther limited amount of money expended, the 
citizens of Bismarck have reason to congratu- 
late themselves on their magnificent system of 
schools, and due credit should be given (be 
members of the board as well as the Bismarck 
Building association, for the judicious ap- 
propriation of the public funds and the ex- 
cellent construction of the edifice.

Exempt from Taxee. 


As tree culture is one of the most commenda- 


ble and worthy industries to be recommended 
by the press of the northwest, the following 
from the revenue law of Dakota, page 94, code 
of 1880, in the classification of property exempt 
from taxation, may be of information and 
value to the farmers of the Missouri slope. It 
will be seen by the law that by planting five 
acres of trees, forty acres of the quarter section 
upon which the trees are planted is exempt 
from taxation. The following is the.law: 


"Any one-fourth part of any one section of 


prairie land, the same being a legal subdivision, 
on which five acres of timber shall be planted, 
either by seed or setting trees or cuttings, and 
the same to be kept in growing order by culti- 
vation, and not to be more than twelve feet 
apart each way, together with al1 improvements 
thereon, not to ex.jeed $1,000, and for a period 
of ten years from and after the planting of said 
timber, and any change of ownership of such 
land shall in no way affect the exemption from 
taxation, ashetein provided."

The HOI'SP -Cars of Paris.

An amusing feature of Paris to a foreigner 


is the horbe-cars. The appearance of the car, 
driver, and conductor w ould almost assure 
one that they had been imported from Amer- 
ica; but certain rules to be observed in run- 
ning the cars very quickly remind him that 
he is in France. The cars are allowed to 
carry only a certain number of passengers— 
ten standing on the front 
platform, ten 


on the rear platform, aud as many in the car 
as are allowed to have seats. Those inside 
pay 50 centimes (10 cents), and those outside 
^5 centimes. When a car has its complement 
the gates are shut, a sign is hung out reading 
"comp.it," and no one can enter. During the 
ousy time ot the day, bet ween 5 and 6 o'clock, 
when crowds are waiting for a car, it is nec- 
essary to apply at the office for a numbered 
ticket. 


• For instance, say you applied and received 
No. 21. You wait for a car, and the driver, 
Wi en ready, commences to call une, deux, 
trois, and sj oil until he reaches your num- 
ber, when you must be ready to enter; if not 
you must procure another ticket, and wait 
your turu again. The bystem has jts advan- 
tages as wellasdisadvantages,and the French 
think it a great thing; but the amusing Dart 
of it to foreigners is the calling of the num- 
bers, and uulebS one is pretty well up in 
French he'is very apt to get left, and has to 
go aud get another ticket. 


Instead ot ringing a bell like our conductor 


they use a kind of horn, whicu is attached to 
the dash-board and blown by a rubber ball 
\vhichtbednverpresses. The sound, which 
is not unlike that of a cow-horn, can be heard 
distinctly for a block. It is not objectionable 
unless the instrument happens to be out of 
order, and then it is very unmusical. The 
cars are a great convenience, and are very 
liberally patronized. One sees m them the 
economy of the French people as a class, very 
finely dressed ladies standing on the plat- 
form to save 5 cents. Economy is observable 
everywhere in France, aud tuere is much 
truth in the aphorism that "the people could 
live on what the Americans waste."' 


Our Illiteracy Greater Than That of 


the Old World.

It is said that we spend in this country 


$100,000,000 per annum on education. This 
includes, of course, our costly colleges as well 
as our economical common schools. 
Yet 


somehow we are far ahead of certain other 
nations in the matter of illiteracy. In 1870 
U per cent, of our whole nation could not 
write. In 1880, this percentage was reduced 
to only 12 per cent. Of the SB,761,000 persons 
over 10 years old, 5,000,000 cannot read, and 
6,239,000 cannot ^write. 
Over half of this 


6,OOOjOQO are colored people. OI our whole 
popula«ion 17 per cent, are illiterate. 
In 


Germany or Switzerland barely 2 per cent, of 
the population cannot read or write. Then 
in Europe art and technical schools for 
making lads skillful workmen are very com- 
mon. 
They are almost unknown in the 


United States. 
The fact is our state schools 


should be supplemented by some national 
effort on the part of the general government, 
to train our population not only in reading 
and writing, but in learning how to work and 
earn a livelihood. 
We should be in the van 


and not in the rear in this matter of popular 
education.
